CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATION 

This is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 09/049,627, filed 
March 27, 1998. 



FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

The invention relates generally to earth retaining walls. More particularly, the 
invention relates to a segmental retaining wall system comprising retaining means for 
attaching reinforcement members to the retaining wall. 



BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

Segmental retaining walls commonly are used for architectural and site 
development applications. Such walls are subjected to very high pressures exerted by 
lateral movements of the soil, temperature and shrinkage effects, and seismic loads. 
Therefore, the wall is often tied into the backfill soil, typically with tensile reinforcement 
members. Usually, elongated structures, commonly referred to as geogrids or 
reinforcement fabrics, are used to provide this reinforcement. Geogrids often are 
configured in a lattice arrangement and are constructed of a metal or plastic, while 
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
